The new loan which the city oj 


Paris is about to raise has suggested 
to the Eionomistf Fiancats a sketch 
o' the growth of the expenditure ol 
the City Government, and tho figures 
it produces are certainly very strik 
ing 
They show how the desire 


paitly to beautify the great city and 
partly to gne employment to its tur- 
bulant population, has led successive 
regimes to add extravagance to ex- 
travagance 
In the first year of the 


rule of Napoleon as Pirst Consul 
the expen'litare of Pans was no 
more than 11,216,000 francs, or 82, 
020,680,

hod grown to 33,483,000 
francs,

thousand six hundred and forty dol- 
lars ) In fifteen yeais, that is the 
expenditure of the city has trebled 
The two invasions of 1814 and 1815 
imposed heavy fines and an immense 
outlay upon Paris, which raised the 
expenditure for 1815 to the enormous 
sum of over 78,000,000 francs, (about 
§14,050,000 ) But in the first year 
of the Bestoration the outlay was 
again reduced to 36,000,000 franc*, or 
not very much more than the sum 
spent in 1814 
The elder Bourbons 


and their advisers had a lively recol 
lection of the influence exerted on 
the Revolution by the disorder into 
whicn the finances had fallen under 
Lou is X\I., and therefore they 
practiced economy in the admims 
tration. Accordingly, we find that 
m the last complete year of Charles 
X , 1829, the expenditure had risen 
only to 48,000,000 francs Instead of 
trebling, as under the First Napoleon, 
in a nearly equal period of time 
under the Restoration the increase 
was only one third 
But with the 


Government of Louis Philippe, we 
find a somewhat augmented outlay. 
In 1847 the expenditure had risen to 
64,000,000,francs it having been more 
than 40,000,000 francs in 1830 
It 


w as, however, under the Second Em- 
pire that extravagance gained free 
scope 
We all remember the great 


works carried out by Byron Eauss- 
maun, the disregard of all financial 
rule, and the mystification practic ;d 
in the accounts 
Even before tue 


rise of Baron Haussmann, however, 
the expenditure swelled inordinately. 
In 1852, including the special as 
well as the general fands, it had 
grown to 120,000,000 francg, (about 
818,375,000,) or 38,000,000 francs 
more than m 1S47. And in 1869 it 
had actually reached 
346,000,000 


francs, or \ery nearly $63,000,000 
Thus, as under tho first Napoleon, 
the expenditure had more than 
trebled* in a single reign 
Further- 


more, we see that daring the twenty 
years, from the accession of the First 
Consul to the breaking cut of the 
war with Germany the expenditure 
of Pans had been multiplied about 
thirty-one times, from less than 
$2,300,000 to nearly $65,000,000 
Since the restoration of order the at- 
tention of the Government has been 
given to the enforcement of econ- 
omy. Bat the minor debts upon the 
city have allowed of only a small 
measure of success I, "ing attained 
In the present year the expenditure 
is estimated at 305,000,000 francs, or 
about $55,000,000,000 in currency.

FALSITY OF AN OLD SAYISU. 


It 'has so often been said that "a 


person is known by the company he 
keeps," that it seems to havo become 
almost universally accepted as true ;

BUCHAMAN'S DEATH. 


Testimony Before the Coroner—The 


Railroad Employee* Exonerated 
from all Blame.

MARKING. 


Coroner Helmer held an inqnest 


last evening over the mangled corpse 
of William Buchanan, crushed be- 
neath the wheels of the local pas- 
senger train on Seventh street, near 
Broadway, night before last. Harry 
Wade, Jfimss Hurley, A. M. B Car- 
penter, J. H. Kerchoval, B. I'. Stil- 
well, J- F- Keycs, John Dempsey 
wero empanelled as a jury.

first witness called was 


JOHN CASEY, 


Who testified that he TUIS standing 
near the track between Franklin 
street and Broadway on Seventh 
street nt ten minutes before 0 o'clock 
on Tuesday e-(emng. Deceased was 
.taggei'ing quite close ia the oars. 
He appeared as if he was intoxicated. 
Witness works in Casey's blacksmith 
shop. Buchanan fell up against the i 
baggage car, aud his, body was swung 
around and under the truck. Saw 
tho last two wheels pass o\er his, 
thigh ami legs. His face was lying 
.oward Franklin street. I saw the 
body removed to the drug store of 
P. J. Reilly, on Broadway. 


COLONEL W3I. C. LITTLE 


Testified as follows: Deceased ap- 
plied for work at our lumber yard 
on Monday; I employed him on 
Tuesday until one o'clock p. M., and 
then paid him off, having no uioie 
work for him to do; T had previously 
given him money to buy food with; 
be appeared to be in a condition of it

needing 
sustenance,

namo was William Buchanan. 


DOCTOK VAN WYCK 


Was called, and testified' I first --av, 
at o:30 r. 
>i tho deceased; he had 


been run over by the ears; I found 
the left leg crushed and lacerated 
below the knee with severe ilcsh 
ivounds at the junction of the <>io,ni- 
lalft, or so-called hip-bone; the right 
leg above the knee had also sutleml 
from a comminuted compound fiac- 
ture. 


rOST-MOKTEM EXAMINATION 


The post mortem examination re- 


•\ealrd the following mutilations 
The right leg was completely crushed 
rfom six inches below the knee to 
the ankle joint. Tho bones were 
broken into small pieces, and the 


hole muat'iilai-tissues with the .skin 


torn into shreds. Wound on the 


;ht hip in'vohing muscles to the 


boie, 
On the left bide there was a 


fracture of the left hip, breaking the 
anterior portion of the bone into 
small pieces. There was also a frac- 
ture into numerous small pieces of 
the hip bone, extending one-half ol 
its length. Death was the iuvitable 
result of the injuries received at the 
time of the accident.

ravenously. A widow and her young 
daughter and son. who are unable to 
find work, have been for sumo lime 
living on two dollars a week. Jn a 
garret, without any other furniture 
than an old dry goods bos. for a table, 
and a broken chnir, live a widow 
and her five young children.

closet are a mattress and n blanket, 
which make a bed for tho wholo 
family. 
An Bgecl woman, who wan 


once in affluent circumstances, WIIH 
some time ago found almost dead with 
hunger, and it was only by carof ul 
nursing that she was saved; HUB i» uti 11 
mainly dependent upon Dr. Tyng'n 
charities. 
A young man, whoso 


mamily wore gradually starving, was 
driven to despair and intent ou 
suicide. Ho was relieved and work 
for a few days «courod him. Tlio 
child of another died on Saturday 
last, and not only was the father un- 
able to bury it, but •was unable to 
provide food for his living family. 
A subscription was raised in tho 
Gospel tent.
